British  Columbia,  in  n.any  respects,  is  an  imj)rovoment  upon 
Switzerland.    The  romantic  beauty  of  HanlV,   in    the  Canadian 
National  Park  ;  Field,  at  the  gateway  of  the  charming   Yoho 
Valley;  the  Lakes  in  the  Clouds,  and  the  fJreat  (JIacier  of  the 
Selkirks,  is  not  e<,iialle.l  by  many  of  the  fashionable  Swiss  resorts 
and,  Ko  where  one  will,  the  verdict  must  be  that  the  mountain 
hotels  built  and  operated  by  the  Canadian   Pacilic  Railway  Com- 
pany  form  perfect  bases  from  which  explorations  can  l)e"made. 
There  are  many  ascents  to  be  made  direct  from  the  .loorsof  these 
hotels  without  having  to  travel  lonj;  distances,  as  in  oth.r  moun- 
tainous countries,  before  the  actual  climb  commences,  and  in  all

NEWSPAPER'S     Whymper,  has  dedieated  himself  to  llie  ex- 
COM  MENTS  ploration  of  tlie  Can.idian  Kockie.s,  but  with 

all  his  experience  and  address  he  does  not 
expect  to  conquer  them.  'If  all  the  mountain  climber^^  in  the  world 
to-day,'  he  s.iys,  '  were  to  m^ikea  combined  attempt  to  explore  the 
Canadian  Rockies  their  task  would  not  be  completed  within  a  cen- 
tury.' This  estimate  seems  jrfnndiose,  but  tlicre  is  no  Ix'tter 
authority  on  mountains  than  tliis  Londoner,  who  bepran  life  as  a 
draughtsman  on  wood.  From  liis  youth  he  has  been  achieving;  the 
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Inaccessible  and  (liscoverinR  altitudes.  His  first  hi^  climb  was  that 
of  Mount  Pelvoux,  in  the  Alps,  supposed  at  the  time  (1861)  to  be 
the  highest  peak  in  France.  From  the  summit  his  eye  told  him 
that  Pointe  des  Ecrins  was  probaoiy  higher,  and  so  it  proved. 
He  ascended  this  peak  in  1864.  Before  ISflTi  he  climbed  Alps  that 
had  defied  assaults  and  were  r.ited  as  impossible.  On  .July  14th, 
1865,  he  got  to  the  top  of  the  Matterhorn  (14,7S()  feet),  a  tragic 
adventure  for  his  companioQa,  the  Rer.  Cbarleii  Hudson,  Mr. 
Hadow  and  Lord  Pranditf  DougUuC who  lost  their  Uvea.    A  Swiss 


|e,  Frater  CeaOa,  B.C. 
Kuidealsoperishc^TAIthough  ^r.  IS^^r  made  iWoe^ur- 
sions  to  Greenland,  enriching  soience  by  his  coUections,  he  does 
not  seem  to  have  attempted  anything  great  in  mountains  again 
until  1878,  when  he  went  to  South  America  and  climbed  Chimbo- 
razo  (20,517  feet),  Sincholagua,  Antisana,  Cayambe  and  Cotocachi, 
in  the  Andes.  But  he  does  not  hold  the  record  for  South  America' 
Edward  Fitzgerald,  another  Britisher,  has  the  top  score,  having, 
after  unparalleled  hardships, surmounted  Aconcagua  (23,417  feet). 
He  was  months  assaulting  this  glacial  giant.

"  The  several  ranges  of  the  Rockies  have  an  almost  constant 
trend  north-north n-e.st  and  south-southeast.  This  fact,  along 
with  the  general  knowledge  of  the  .streams  and  lakei.,  or  infor- 
mation picked  up  from  the  Indians,  is  the  main  reliance  of  the 
camper.  Every  year  the  packers  who  go  on  huch  trips  gain 
knowledge  of  the  passes  and  trails,  so  that  the  day  is  not  distant 
when  there  will  l,e  efficient  guides  for  many  of  the  most  interest- 
ing  excursions.  However,  nece.ssity  for  reliance  and  the  use  of 
one's  own  judgment  in  picking  a  way  through  the  obstacles  of 
these  mountains  are  great  .sources  of  pleasure.
